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Historical and Biographical Notes Concerning 
The Settlement of Henry DeVault in 
The Colony of Pennsylvania 

The religious revolution that started in Europe when Martin Luther 
defied the Pope about the year 1521, followed by the events that lead to 
Henry VIII being declared the head of the Church of England in 1535 had 
great effect upon the character of the carly settlers in Amcrica. Theso 
changes gave rise to the Lutheran Church in Germany: The Episcopalian 
Church in England and the Huguenot Movement in France, which movement was 
also a rebellion against authoritative religion, These new rcligions also 
gave rise to numcrous sccts, principally by schisms from the older orders, 
The sects seemed to have aided one another as they were driven from one 
| country to another to avoid or escape persecution. First one nation and 
then another fevored them for political or other reasons, Of such migra 
tion was the Puritan movement that settled Massachusetts; The Swedish 
Lutherans that scttled New Jersey and the Quakers who scttled at Phila 


delphia,. 


The 202 separate states that made up Germany of that time were 
places of refuge for the oppressed peoples, principally because of tho 
constant wars anong them for supremacy, and bccause there was no estab- 


lished state religion, although the Lutheran Church was predominant, 


Into this turbulent world William Penn (1644-1718) was born, His 
father was a titled Englishman, but William, during his collcge days, be- 
cane interested in The Society of Friends (The Quakers) and was inprisioncd 


and otherwise persecuted for his religious belicfs, In 1681, Willian 
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received a land grant in America (Pennsylvania) in settlement of a 25,000 
pound loan that his late father had made to Charles II, King of England, 
In 1682 he came to America and settled his first colony of Friends at 
Philadelphia, He was sympathetic to all persecuted peoples and his colony 


became a refuge for other oppressed sects. 


In 1684 Penn returned to England and set about sccuring settlers 
for his American Olony. Pennsylvania was a proprictary colony. Penn 
owned the land in fee, which fact gave rise to the practice of ‘ground 
rents!, traces of which still linger in deeds of conveyances in that state. 
Penn, being subject to the Crown and being a loyal subject, required every 
settler who was not an English Citizen to take the Oath of Allegiance to 


The English Crown. 


Penn went personally to the low countries and the German States 
secking colonists for Pennsylvania, and he had agents representing his 
interests there until emigration was halted due to hostilitics botween the 
colonics and the mother country. He not only recognized the cffccts of 
political and religious unrest that made these countries fruitful recruit- 
ing grounds, but he recognized the advantages of having sturdy stock and 
skilled craftsmen that were available there. He sought primarily family 
men, and every one who could qualify as head of a family and mect the other 


requirements was given a land grant in the colony. 


Such, briefly, were the conditions in Europe and America, when our 
first emigrant ancestor-Henry DeVault-was born, April 10, 1733. He was 


christened Henri DeVaux in, or near Dole, France of Huguenot parents. He 
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was partially educated in France, but before he was grown, the family moved 
to the Palatinate, one of the German States, in order to escape the Satholic 
persccution of his people. In Germany, the family soon becane affiliatcd 


with the Lutheran Church, 


There in 1762, Henri DeVaux, who had become Hendrich Dewald married 
Catherine Maria Grauer (Graver). She was born on August 8, 1737 and died 


October 2, 1830. Henry died April 16, 1817, 


Henry and Catherine Maria DeVault took passage on the ship 'Chance! 
at Rotterdam, Holland, Charles Smith, Master, early in 1766, They landed in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania on September 23, 1766. With them was their young 
son Philip, about eighteen months old, and Henry's younger brother, Fhilip, 
who entered as a member of Henry's family. Henry took the Oath of Allegiance 
and qualified as head of a family, which status made him eligible for a land 
grant. The crossing required six months and is said to have cost Henry 


$1500.00, 


The Ship's papers reported 112 cmigrants, but since there were only 

105 who took the Oath of Allcgianec, several must have been English Citizens, 
or sick aboard ship. There is a notation on the ship's papers to the effect 
that the emigrants were assigned to Messrs, ‘Jilling and Morris, which firm, I 
am fafota by the Pennsylvania Archives, paid the passage and tne emigrants 
were auctioned off to the highest bidder po aatentured servants to work out 
the cost of the passage. It is clear thet Henry was not indentured becauso 
in 1768 we find him cstablished on his own land in Manhcin Township, York 


County, Pennsylvania, 
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While Henry spoke French, it is apparent that they spoke and preferred 
German as they used the German language in the home. Henry used a German 
Language Bible and in later years took a German Language News Paper, Some 
of his children and grandchildren did not learn to speak English until they 
were grown, They lived in a German community and six of their eleven child- 
ren married Germans. My Grandmother Hunt said that her mother who was a 
Kitzmiller, learned to speak English after she started to school, Her class- 
mates were making crazy quilts witn calico pieces, and the first English 
words she learned to speak were 'Calico patches'. However, Grandmother Hunt 
never learned to speak German, nor did she speak Inglish with a German 
accent, She grew up in Tennessee after the family had gotten out of a German 


neighborhood.- 


The DeVaults were very devout members of the High German Lutheran 
Church. There is recorded in Hanover, a decd showing that on May 23, 1780 
Henry DeVault and four fellow vestry men and wardens paid 300 pounds for a 
lot on Chestnut Strect in Hanover and presented it to the congregation pro- 
viding they pay a yearly rental of eight shillings (Ground Rent) and erect 
a substantial building in two years. The church erected is the St, lathews, 
and is still standing. The congregation was made up largely of members who 
had worshipped at small] country places and preferred to attend a church in 


town for better facilities. 


It was in the yard of St. Mathews where Henry and Catherine DeVault 
were buried. In 1918, when an addition was to be built to the church, and 


several graves had to be moved, the DeVaults among them that Miss Lucy 
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Farney who was a descendant of Julia (DeVault) Wortz, had the remains of Henry 
and Catherine re-interred at the Mt. Olivet Comotery and the original grave- 


stones reecrected. 


As we know, Honry DeVault settled in York County, Pennsylvania in 
1768, in 1775 the American Colonics were in rebellion against England, and 
in Pennsylvania, <s in nost of the Colonies, every county was cncouraged to 


organize a company of liilitia in readincss to defend their hones. 


It is most likely that Henry DeVault had received some military train- 
ing in Gornany as such trsining was traditional there at that timc. At any 
- rate he joined a Militia company made up of his friends and neighbors in 


1775, as the mustcr rolls were sometimes written in German, 


On February 5, 1778 we find that he received a reward of two pounds 
for warning the militia to march and on April 4, 1778 one pound for the same 
service, On April 5, 1778 he was an Ensign of The Third Company of the 
Eighth Battalion of the York County Militia, with ran and file of eighty- 
five men. Cn June 17, 1779 he was a Lieutenant of the Third Company of the 


Seventh Battalion, 


His company was called into active service in the fall of 1776 and 
helped defend New York against General Howe. They fought at the Battle of 
Long Island and the Rattle of Fort Washington, From July to September 1781, 
his company was assigned to guard prisoners of war at Camp Security. For 
this service, Henry Dc \ault was paid twenty pounds and received a five pound, 


ten shilling bounty, This is the only record of payment we find, so it may 
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be assumed that he was one of the unpaid Pennsylvania soldiers, until after 
the new Federal Government was established and Congress passed the Assumption 
Bill, It was a group of such unpaid soldiers that rioted and stoned Presi- 


dent Washington's carriage in the streets of Philadelphia. 


During part of his years in military service he was a member of The 


Flying Camp, an organization that was commended for its valor. 


The soldiers were finally paid after the passage of the Assumption 
Bill. Virginia, having paid all of her war obligations, naturally opposed 
the Assumption Bill by the terms of which the Federal Government would pay 
the unpaid balance of Colonial War debts of the several colonies. It was a 
deal in Congress to win the support of the powerful Virginia delegation to 
approve the Assumption Bill that located the Capital of the New Republic on 
the banks of the Potomac, and the soldicr riots in Philadelphia that led to 
the establishing of the District of Columbia - a district to be governed cn 


tirely by the Congress. 


The many ways in which the DeVault name has been spelled is very in- 
teresting. On the Ship's papers and the Oath of Allegiance the name is 
spelled Dewald. It sccoms that the final German 'd' soon became the English 
't' as we find that in the Militia and Army records thc name is Dewalt, As 
the German settlement gradually became infused by English settlers the German 
'w' became the Fnglish 'v' as the 'v! sounds in the Germon language. It was 
the children or grandchildren who began to use the eapital 'V"', and spelling 
the name DeVault and DaVault. The Pennsyivania Archives has compilcd a list 


of some thirty ways the name has appeared in official and church records. 
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The different spellings scem to have occurred by carelessness, or by 
officials and clerks trying to translate a German pronunciation into English 
writing or to record a German name from an English pronunciation. 4 list of 


the different spellings is given in another placc, 


There were a number of DeVaults (with a variety of spellings) who came 
to America, 'German Pioneers in Pennsylvania! lists eighteen DeVault emi- 
grants between the years 1739 and 1774, and there may have been others, I 


have listed the eighteen elsewhere. 


It is not unreasonable to suppose that some of these De Vaults may have 
been relatives of Henry's, but we have no knowledge of that. What became of 
all of these DeVaults is an interesting speculation. Some of them were in- 
dentured and may have been taken to other colonics before they were rclcased. 
Some may not havo left descendents in America, and in some cases the name may 
have been changed so radically that it is not recognizabie as cvcr having 


been DeVault. 


Rov. E. O. Guerrant said ‘in his DeVault Genealogy that Henry's brother 
Philip went to Ohio and settled whore Cincinnati now stands and raiscd 2 
large fanily,. Since there was a Fhilip Dewalt scrving in the York County 
Militia Company to which Henry belonged, we may assume that he was Honry's 
brother, If that assumption is correct, it would mcan that,.Philip did not go 
to Ohio until aftcr the Revolutionary War. There was a great innigration to 
Tho Ohio Territory at that tinc, and nany forncr soldiers received land grants. 


George Washington was one who did. 
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However, we have caused to be made a search of the early records in 
the Ohio Archives and failed to find a Philip Dewalt among the early settlers. 
Neither was there found any record of a Philip Dewalt in Hamilton County. So 
if Philip went to Ohio, we fear that he did not long remain or he did not 
prosper. He cannot be identified as one of the Dewalts among the carly 


settlers in the vicinity of Canton, Ohio. 


Henry DeVault seems to have been an ingenious and energetic man, It 
was his boast that none of his people were ever imprisoned for debt or crime. 
He prospered greatly in America as is evidenced by his Will. He raised a large 
family of eleven children and lived to see them all happily married ard in 


comfortable circumstances, 


In his Will he said that he was a 'taylor', There is no record that 
he ever practiced his trade in America. One running a large farm and raising 
a family such as his would hardly have had time to run a tailoring shop in 
those days of hard labor and no conveniences. All grain was hand harvested 
and thrashed on his thrashing floor, Flax and wool were prepared for spinning 
and the thread woven into cloth on a hand loom at home. All meats were cured 
on the farm. Tallow was prepared for candles, Ashes were saved to Sens, 
lye to be used in reducing surplus fats to soap. Fruit was dried for winter 
as there was no canning. Fruits and vegetables were stored in the cellar for 
the long ee months, He had a cider press and operated his own still, as 
did many of his neighbors until they were put out of business by the suppress- 


ing of The Whiskey Rebellion. 


In all probability, Henry had his own grist mill, saw mill and forge, 
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and probably made his own brick. His prosperity would indicate that he al- 


ways had for sale whatever was in demand in his vicinity, 


If he did not operate « tailor shop, it is clear that he taught the 
tailoring art, at least, to the women of his household, Maria Catherine 
DeVault, the second child of Jacob and Rachel (Kitziiller) DeVault, who 
marricd Warrington Cary Hunt, had learned the tailoring trade and taught the 
art to her sister, Rachal, who married Thomas Hyder Hunt, and who was ny 
Grandmother Hunt. She could make as fine a suit of men's clothos as any 
tailor of her tine. Coat and trousers wore lined; all scans were felled; 
the pockets had flaps, and the trousers had hip pockets, Thoy were very 


different from the ordinary run of home made clothing of that tire, 


For a description and disposition of Henry's property, the reader is 
referred to his. Last Will and Testament. And all the information I have been 


able to gather concerning his descendents I have tricd to record below. 
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JACOB DEVAULT 


Jacob DeVault, cleventh child of Henry and Cathcrine (Graver) DeVault, 
was born in 1782 when his mother was forty-five years old, He died at Jones- 
boro, Tennessee about 1862. One report is that he died at the home of his 
daughter, Maria Catharina (DeVavlt) Hunt in Chucky Valley, Tennessee. He 
married Rachel Kitzmiller at Hanover, Pennsylvania Jan, 10, 1808, Rachel died 
in Washington County, Tennessee about 1829. There were nine children of this 
union. Jacob's second marriage, was to Elizabeth Scott of Tennessee about 
1835. Elizabeth was born about 1785 and dicd about 1860, There were no chil- 


dren of this union.

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LAST WILL AND TESTAMENT OF HENRY DEVAULT 


IN THE NAME OF GOD AMEN, I, Henry Dewald of Manhime Township in the 
County of York and State of Pennsylvania, taylor, being old and weak in Body, 
but of sound mind memory and understanding blessed be God for the same and 
considering the uncertainty of this transitory life, do make and publish this 
my last will and testament in manner and form following, to wit: 

Principaly and first of all I recommend my Immortal Soul into the hands 
of God who gave it and my Body to the Earth, to be buried in a decent and 
christian like manner at the discretion of my Executors hereinafter named, 
and as to such worldly estate wherewitn it hath pleased God to bless me with 
in this life I give and dispose of the same in the following manner to wit, 

First it is my will and I do order that all my just debts and funeral 
expenses be duly paid and satisfied as soon as conveniently can be after ny 
decease. 

Item, I give and bequeath unto my beloved wife Mary Catharine all ny 
whole personal estate in manner following, that is to say all my household 
goods and furniture of what kind or nature they may be all which she is to 
have for her own use during her widowhood, but such articles as she does not 
want for her use shall be sold by way of Public Sale and then out of the money 
arising from said sale & out of my cash which I may die possessed of my snid 
wife shall have the equal one third part thereof as and for her own Estate, 
the remainder thereof to be equally divided amongst all my children, share & 
share alike and after my wife's decease or marriage the remainder of ny estate 
dhich she had in hand shall also be equally devided amongst all my children & 


further I give a full right & privelege unto ny said Wife to and unto ny now 
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dwelling house, to have the full use thereof during her natural life or 
widowhood and further I give and bequeath unto my said wife & unto my now 
dwelling plantation to have on from and out of the same the following articles 
necesserys and things for her maintenence yearly and every year during her 
widowhood that is to say, Ten Bushels of good merchantable wheat, ten bushels 
of rye, six bushels of Indian corn, six bushels of Potatores, twelve pounds of 
clean hehelt flax, and as many pounds of clean Cow and one hog that shall weigh 
at least one hundred and twenty pounds when killed and cleaned, which shall be 
given to her alive and must be sund in the time when it is usual for farmers to 
kill their hogs, She shall also have liberty to take apples, pears & peaches 

as much as she nay want for her ow use, firewood reddy but for the use in her 
stove and delivered to her door sufficient for heruse one cow kept in fodder 
pasture & stabling as good as the rest that shall be kept on ny now dwelling 
place and ny Son Jacob wife or maid is to milk ny wifes cow and bring her the 
milk into her house and in the time when his cow gives no milk he is to give 
her milk sufficient for her coffee and is also to give her whisky as much as 
she nay use herself in a reasonable manner, and fifty shillings in money 
yearly and in case my said wife should be sick or too infirm to do her business 
that then my three sons Valentine Frederick & Jacob shall keep her maid my two 
sons Valentine and Frederick are to pay the one equal half part of the expences 
& my son Jacob the other half and further my said wife shall have the fourth 
part of the garden yearly reddy tilled and dunged and at least three pounds of 
wool spun, if ever she wants her cream turned to turn her crcan and bring her 
the butter. She shall also have one bushel of fine salt with said articles ny 
said wife shall have yearly & every year during her widowhood and her grain to 


be brought to the mill & the meal & bran home again whenever she doth want it. 
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Iten, I give and device unto ry son Jacob Dewald ail my now cwclling 
plantstion lands and tenements with the appurtenances therounto belonging 
adjoining lands of Michacl Bare Andrew Bollinger Solomon Buker Samuel Gobrecht 
and John Trone and others containing as by the writings nay appezr to hold to hin 
my said son Jacob Dewald his heirs and assigns forever upon that condition 
that he doth make or else sufficiently secure the following payments and 
maintenances as aforesaid vis that he shall therefore pay and give out the sum 
of one thousand pounds lawful money of Pennsylvania to be paid in fifty pound 
gales or yearly payments to the beginning thereof to be made on the first day 
of April next after my decease, the first and the second gales or payments to 
be paid to my youngest daughter Julian intermarried with Jacob Worst to her heirs, 
the first gale to be paid to my daughter Mary Margaret intermarried with Samuel 
Long or to herheirs & the fourth gale or payment to be paid to my son Philip 
Dewald or to his heirs & the fifth gale or payment to be paid unto my daughter .

thereunto belonging and that to him his heirs and assigns forever, in as full and 
ample a manner as I the said Henry Dewald held and enjoyed the same and that 
exonerated and discharged from all further claim and demand of all my other 
children, 

Item, I give and devise unto my two sons Valentine and Frederick Dew2ld 
all that plantation and tract of land which I have purchased from a certain 
John Been lying in Washington County in the State of Tenesee containing six 
hundred and thirty seven acres of land to hold to them their heirs ang ob dibhd 
for ever upon condition that they do make or else sufficiently secure the 
following payments that is to say, that they shall therefore pay and give out 
the sum of Six hundred pounds lawful money of Pennsylvania whereof I have 
alreddy received the sum of Two hundred pounds and the other four hundred 
pounds they shall pay in manner following in fifty pound gales or yearly 
payments the Bginning thereof to be made on the first day of April after ny 
decease and the first payment thereof to be given and paid to my daughtcr 
Catharina intermarricd with Nicholas Keefaber & in one yeer further the sim of 
fifty pounds to my daughter Mary Elizabeth intermarried with Martin Kitzniller 
or her heirs and then again the sum of fifty 288 in one year further to my 
daughter Catharine and then again in one year further the sum of fifty pounds 
to my daughter Mary Elizabeth and so on till each of the two daughters hath 
received the sum of two hundred pounds each, and I do hereby nention that I 
have alreddy given unto my son in law Nicholas Kecfaber one waggon wherefore I 


charge hin the sum of Thirty pounds and further I mention that I have given

her in October in every year & on making the payments to the true intent and 
meaning hereof, my said two Sons Valentine and Frederick Dewald is to hold the 
said tract of land in an equal right to them their heirs and assigns forever 
and that Exonerated and discharged from all further claim & demand of all ny 
other children, 

Item, I give 2nd devise unto my two sons Gabriel Dewald and Henry 
Dewald those two tracts of land which-I have purchased of a certain John Bishop 
the one containing three hundred and fifteen acres and the other containing one 
hundred and five acres more or less adjoining cach other situete in Sullivan 
County and State of Tenesee all this two tracts of land I give and devise in an

And further my will is concerning enother tract of land which I yet hold 
lying partly in Monhime Township & partly in Heidelberg in York County and 
State of Pennsylvania on which ny late Brother in law Gabriel Graver the clder 
deceased lately recited that the said Gabricl Graver named Elizabeth, and her 


daughter Catharine shall remain on said place during their or either of their 
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natural life times to support themselfs ther doing no injury or damage to the 
buildings or place at all but may have firewood for their ow use as much as 
they want cutting no wood fit for rails or saw blocks,but may cut wood for rails 
to keep the fences in repair on said land, but no wood be taken from the land on 
no amount, and if the said land will not maintain the said Elizabeth Graver or 
Catharine her daughter or the survivor of them then and in such case it is my 
will that my executors, shall rent out said place the tax always to be paid out 
of said land to the best advantage and,maintain said women or survivor of them, 
and after the decease of said Elizabeth and Catharine it is my will that ny 
executors hereinafter named or the survivor of them shall sell & dispose of the 
same to the best advantage they can either by public or private sale and I do 
therefore authorize and impower them or the survivor of them to make seal and 
deliver a deed for the same or any other writings that may be necessary for 
conveying the same which shall be as valid as if I had done it in ny life 
time. 

And lastly I do hereby moniate, & appoint my Son Jacob Dewald and my 
son in law Samuel Long to be the executors of this my last will and testament 
hereby revoking all former wills by me made, 

In witness whereof I havehereunto set my hand and seal the Sixth day of 


March one thousand Eight hundred and Seventeen.

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THE HUNT SUPPLEMENT 


Our original Hunt Ancestors in America came from England and landed 
at Charleston, South Carolina about 1767. Part of cach succeeding gencra- 
tion moved westward following the frontiers, ond about the 1800s, three 


Hunt Brothers were living in castern Tennessce, 


One Brother, whose nance has been forgotten, migrated and becane lost 
to his brothers, The other two, John and Henson, settled in Washington 


County, Tennessee. 


John Hunt went to (what is now) Greenbrier County, West Virginia and 
married a Miss Pope. They returned to Washington chess 4 bringing with them 
the bride's younger sister, Mary Magdelena Pope, who later married her 
brotherinlaw, Henson Hunt on June 27, 1807. John Hunt was a sponsor at 


the wedding. 


The late Franklin Broyles, M.D. of Bethany, Missouri, tried during 
the years 1930 to 1940 to find some trace of John Hunt without success, and 


my search of the Tennessee Archives has yielded nothing definite. 


Henson (whose name is erroneously spelled Benson in the Archives) 
and Mary Magdelena (Pope) Hunt had nine children:

John Peugh, enlisted in the Union Army in 1863, end dicd in 
Libby Prison, Richmond, Virginia of cxposure and starvation. 


David, Sr. and Elizabeth (Hunt) Peugh both died when David 


and Jchn were quite young, They lived with their brothcr-in-law, 
Ketchem, until they were large enough to work, Then they found en- 
ployment on the neighboring farms. Andrew Hunt, their half orother 
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claimed to be their guardian, and collected their wages, and bought 
for them what he thought they should have, At sixtcen, John rebclled 
against this arrangement and enlisted in the Army.

REMARKS 


Grandmother, Rachal DeVault Hunt, was about eight years old when her 
mother died and her sister, Susan was a year younger. Their father did not 
marry Elizabeth Scott until about 1835. During the years that he was a 
2 the little girls spent much time at the home of Warrington and their 
sister, Maria Catharina (DeVault) Hunt. Their father complained that at home 
there were only the slave children with whom they could play. At sister 
Maria Catharina's there was their cousin, Louisa Ann Eliza (Lou) to play 
with, and no doubt the little girls faired better there than they would at 


home where they would be cared for by the slaves, 


It was here with Warento and sister Kate that Grandmother learned to 
spin, weave and sew, also to tailor men's clothing, an art that ner sister 
had learned from her DeVault ancestors. Also it was here that Rachal met and 


married Warento's brother, Thomas Hyder Hunt when she was sixteen years old. 


Rachal and Susan were always very closc, and I was grown before I knew 
that Grandmother had other sisters and brothers. Apparently, she did not get 
to know her step-mother very well, I can reenzll no storics concerning her, 


but I never heard an unkind word about Elizabeth. She scens to have been a 
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quiet, retiring woman who busied herself with her household, and had little 


time for visiting. 


In 1850, Thomas Hyder Hunt took his family and with a number of rela- 
tives and friends, went by covered wagon to Illinois. It was quite a cara- 
van, a dozen or more wagons, Mother was six years old and remembered many 


incidents of the long journey. 


At that time the economy of Tennessee was based upon slave labor, and 
slaves were expensive, costing from $500.00 to $1500.00. My mother renen- 
bered a wedding at which the father presented the bride with a slave girl, 
and the tale was that it was a $500.00 presont. Under such conditions, a 
poor man who had to buy land and slaves had a hard time getting ahead. IJlii- 
nois offered bettcr opportunitics. Land was cheap and a man and his fanily 


did the work and every one was on the sane footing. 


In the party making the trip were Grandnother's brother, Michael 
De hult, and her sister Susan (DeVault) Duncan and their families. Thomas 
Hyder Hunt's sister, Elizabeth (Hunt) Peugh and family were also in the cara- 
van, and there may have been other relatives. There were also many fricnds who 


went along. 


They settled in Macoupin County, Western Mound Township, where the fan- 
ily of Thomas Hyder Hunt lived until 1869, when they migrated to Barton 
County, Missouri. Near here, in the Reader Cemetery four miles north anc a 
little cast of Chesterfield, Thomas Hyder Hunt and his son Janes were buried 


and in 1900 Rachel Hunt was taken to lic besido then, 
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Some time after 1860, Michael DeVault and family moved to Pike County 
and Joseph and Susan (DeVault) Duncan with their family moved to Macon 


County, 


When Jacob Hunt came home from the war in 1865, at the age of 22, he 
found himself the head of the family, his father and older brothers having 
died. Mary Emily and Louise were young ladies, but Blvia, Eliza, Bruce and 


Julia were children, 


The family had suffered reverses. The oldest son, James and the 
father had died. The boys who were old enough to farm had been drafted, 
probably because they were southerners, and the widow and the children left 
to do the best they could. Taxes and interest went unpaid while Henson and 
Jacob were in the army. So Jacob gave up the farm and went to Pike County 
and settled near Pittsfield near his Uncle Michael DeVault. They lived there 


until 1869, It was there that Mary Emily Hunt married Ephrian B. Gillnore. 


In 1871, Jacob rented the Stephens farm. It was one mile square, - 
640 acres, with plenty of running water, some woods, and pasture land and 
fertile fields. By now Bruce was old enough to make a hand in the field. 
The farm is one half mile west of Kenoma, Missouri. Later the Ft. Scott and 
Memphis railroad crossed the farm near the house. They were six miles south 


and east of Lamar. 


It was here that Louise was twice married; first to Oscar Hanneh, and 
after his death, to Frank Barrett, who was a civil enginecr on the construc- 


tion of the new railroad. Here also, Belva married Reason Burr, and Eliza 
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narried John Lindsey. 


After some sixteen years on the farm, Jacob had a sale and went to 
Lamar and opened a bank, and later engaged in other business activities un- 
til about 1890, when he and Bruce moved to Bates County and located near Adrian. 
4 few years later they went to Indian Territory and prospered. Jacob lived 
"or many years at Alex, Oklahoma where he died. For a few years, Bruce 
‘armed near DeRider, Louisanna and later moved to Jackson County, Missouri, 


Mere he, Alice and their daughter, Mildred died. 


This brief story would be incomplete without mentioning Walter Howey, 
t boy whom Jacob raised, and who grew up as one of our cousins. Walter 
ind his Shideer brother, Edward, lost both of their parents at about the same 
‘ime by Pneumonia when Walter was about four years old. An improvident 
\eighbor family by the name of Denham was caring for the little boys, and 
.ppealed to the authorities for relief, The county authorities, being unable 
© locate any relatives of the little boys were looking for homes for them, 
cob agreed to take Walter, but as he was a bachelor, refused to adopt the 
hild. Edward was adopted by a family by the name of Sharp. Mrs. Sharp was 
. Sister to Celestia Stuart Peugh, audiiaed west of Lamar. So the little 
oys were almost in the same family, and grew up knowing each other. These 
oys never gave their foster parents any gricf, and grew up to be fine men. 
n Bates County, when Walter became twenty-one, Jacob helped him get. started 
arming. He went to The Indian Territory with them. There he married and 
ater settled in Missouri, nine miles west of Jasper City, He raised a fine 
amily of six children, and they were all doing well when last I visited them

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THE GILLMORE SUPPLEMENT 


Our first Gillmore Ancestor in America was one of two brothers who mi- 
grated from. Northeast Ireland. They were of the McGilmore Clan in County. 
Down. They landed at Charleston, South Carolina in 1765 and settled in that 
state, Some of the next generation followed the frontier into Eastern Ken- 


tucky, and the third generation went on west. 


The Gillmore who designed the fortifications of Charleston Harbor may 
have been of one of these families, but I have been unable to establish that 


fact. 


In Western Kentucky lived one who has come down to us as Judge Gill- 
more. He-had a large family, and some of his sons went to Texas, fired by 
the enthusiasm of Andrew Jackson, Davie Crockett, Austin and others who 
fought for Texas independence. One of the boys died in the Alamo. He prob- 
ably signed the muster rolls with his X as his first name is forgotten, An- 
other son who fought in Texas returned to Kentucky and later moved to Sanga- 
mon County, Illinois and reared his family there. He was called Captain, 
but whether the title was real or honorary, I do not on If there is a re- 


cord it is in the Archives of Texas, It is not in Washington. 


His younger brother, William Gillmore, later joined him in Sangamon 
County, and there married Jane Besbit, the daughter of George Nesbit, in 
1840. George had died and his family was raised by his brother Willian Nes- 


bit, who never married. 


Willian Gillmore seems to have been a gay and care-free lad who never 
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learned to read or write, but who had a wide reputation as a fiddler. He 
would go a days journey any time to play for a dance for which service he 
received five dollars if the dance broke up at midnight or ten dollars if 
it lasted until dawn. That seemed to have been more lucrative than work- 


ing on a farm at fifteen dollars per month. 


It is said that while the Nesbit family liked him, they were not en- 
thusiastic about his marriage to Jane. Her Uncle William seems to have for- 
given her, as her son Ephriam Gillmore was one of the heirs mentioned in his 


will. I inherited the William part of my name from hin, 


Of this union four children were born, my father, Ephrian Bradley 


Gillmore being the second child. 


Jone Gllmore died in 1846, and very soon afterwards her baby, Henri- 
etta died. Jane's sister, Ellen Nesbit, who married Wiley Mitchel, Sr. took 
Jane Gillmore and raised her, Willian Gillmore, not being able to care for 
the little boys, left them with his brother, Ephriam, and he went off to 
Texas. Not being able to read or write, it secms that no one heard from hin. 
Apparently, Ephrian was not surprised at this, because when be poeta that he 
could not raise the boys for domestic reasons, he took then to Macoupin 
County and placed them with a prosperous farmer, one Pasquel Reader, Since 
Reader was fron Kentucky, it is reasonable to assume that they knew soncthing 


about cach other. 


The understanding was that the boys were to stay with Reader until they 


were twenty-one, and were then to each receive a team of horses, a wagon, and 
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a set of harness, That was the customary start that a farmer gave his sons, 


In 1867, Ephriam EB. Gillmore learned from some friends, the Sacre 
Brothers, home on a visit from Texas, that his father, William Gillmore, 
had married again in Texas and had several children, They invited him to 
return with them to Texas and be re-united with his father, After conten- 
plating the apparent neglect of his father, and the fact that they would be 
strangers, together with the fact that he was contemplating matrimony in a 


few months, he did not accept the invitation, 


In 1916, I went to some expense, having an attorney run down several 
clues concerning some of the descendents of William Gillnore without success, 
During the 1920's and 1930's, my brother, Clyde Gillmore, whose work took hin 
into all parts of Texas, found many Gillmores. Some nad the red hair and red 
whiskers and the long face, characteristic of our fanily, but he found none 


who knew that he was a descendent of our Grandfather, William Gillmore, 


So our knowledge of our Gillnore ancestors is very limited. Father's 
Uncle Ephriam Gllmore had one son Harvey Gillmore. He visited Father once 
in Barton County, Missouri, in the 1870's, At that time he and his father 
still lived in Sangarion County, Illinois. They raised and bought horses and 
Harvey drove then west and they were sold to traders who drove them west via 


The Santa Fe Trail, 


It was probably about 1868 that ny father learned from a Methodist Cir- 
cuit Rider who made the Reader hone his headquarters for a few days, that he 
had a sister, Jane Gillmore, living with her Uncle Wiley Mitchel, in Sanga- 


mon County. He went to see her, and in 1869, when he was preparing to nove 
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to Missouri, he went and got his sister, Janc, and took her with hin to 
Barton County and she lived with us until she dicd in 1884. I have some 


recollections of her as a kindly Aunt. 


In ny research, I have been unable to find any connection between our 
family and the New England Gilmores. Many branches of this family have been 
ably outlined by Pasquel Gilmore of Hicks Port, Maine, in his Genealogy, a 


copy of which document is in The Library of Congress, 


In America, the name has been variously spelled, Gilmor, Gilmour, 
Gilmore and Gillmore. According to tradition coming down to us from Judge 
Gillmore of Kentucky, his fanily always used and preferred Gillmore, and we 


have always used that spelling.

Note: In 1867, when Ephrian 3. Gillmore was ready to go home to Illinois 
fron Montana Territory, he took a stean boat at the head of navigation on 
the Missouri River for St. Louis. It was loaded with miners going to their 
homes in the east. He left the boat at Brownsville, Nebraska to visit the 
Coones, Mitchels and other relatives who lived in the vicinity. From Omaha 


he was able to go by train back to Carlinville, Illinois. 
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PASQUEL READER 


I feel that this brief record of the Gillmore ancestry would be in- 
complete without a word concerning Pasquel Reader, the man who raised our 
Father, and the only father he ever knew. He could remember seeing his 


real father once as a child. 


I write without notes from childhood memory of stories my father 

liked to tell, and many names have long been forgotten, Mr. Reader was a 
man of small stature and wirey constitution who belioved hard work was a 
cure for the ills of the world. They seem to have been Presbyterians of 
the dour variety. They did not whistle or play noisily on Sunday. they 
secm to have been a kindly and closely knit family, but without any show of 
affection one to another, John and Ephriam were carcfully locked aftcr as 
to all their physical necds, but I doubt that they were ever shown any af- 


fection, 


Mr. Reader was the kind of a man wkose word was his bond. He insisted 
upon strict integrity. Not to keep one's word was an unpardonable sin. He 
was always called Squire Reader. Whether or not he ever held an office, I 
do not know, but he settled all neighboorhood disputes with the authority of 
law. All strangers were made welcome at his board and itincrant ‘inisters 


were invitcd to make his house their home while in the vicinity. 


He reised one orphen boy who was grown about the time that father and 
his brother were taken into the home. For many years, he gave shelter to 


two homeless irishnen who worked when they were necded, or for other farmers, 
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and did very much as they pleased except for the one restriction that their 


drinking must be done some place else, and no whiskey was brought to the farm, 


The Readers had four children, if memory serves me correctly. There 
was James who was father's age and they grew up as brothers. They kept in 
touch with each other, and always addressed cach other as Brother. James 
went to collicge and after trying the Ministry, became a Fhysician. He lost 
an eye in carly youth while trimming hedge. He married late in life and had 
no children, I think that he was practicing medicine in Colorado at the time 


of his dcath. 


George, the youngest child, also went to college for a while, but it 
seems Het tie did not take to hard work, He and father exchanged lIctters . 
occasionally, always addressing cach other as Brother. Gcorge had several 
children, Cne daughter was married and lived in Kansas City for a whilc, 
and visited us several eee George, Jr. lived with us one year in Kansas 


City and worked there. 


There were two girls. One's name was Elizabeth, and it was to get her 
husband started in business that Reader assisted him in buying the saw mill, 
in which John Gillmore was killed, He was sent one afternoon, when they were 
short-handed at the mill, to assist in carrying lumber from the saw. No one 
knows what happened, but he fell against the saw and bled to death before 
help could be summoned. The other daughter married a farmer and they lived 


in an adjoining community. 


When Mr. Reader took the Gillmore boys he had an understanding with 
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their Uncle Ephrian, that they were to be raised as farmers, given the ed~ 
ucational advantages of the community, and at twenty-one were each to re- 
ceive a tean of horses, a wagon, and set of harness. That was the custonary 


way in which a farmer started his sons out for themselves. 


Because of this agreement, Mr, Reader never forgave himself for John's 
death, He had not kept his word. In lieu of John's inheritance, he gave ny 
father forty acres of land, which land father sold for five hundred dollars 


when he was getting ready to move to Missouri. 


When the Civil War was in progross, Mr. Reader was a staunch Southern 
supporter, In 1863 Union Officers were sent throughout the north holding 
neetings ha encouraging the young men to enlist in the Army. Squire Reader 
would follow then about, and after they had made their appeal he would ask 


permigsion ¢o speak, and then tell the boys the other side of the story. 


This practice eventually got the Squire into trouble with the Authori- 
ties, and his arrest was ordered. He was locked up in Carlinville. A posse 
of hot heads undertook to make a jail delivery, While they were battcring 
down the jail door with a tclegraph pole, the Sheriff took his prisoner out 
the back way and put him on a train. Then the boys tore up the railroad 
track, but the train backed out and was shuttled about and the prisoner dc- 


livered to Springficld, 


He could be free on his parole, which he refused to give for several 
nonths, He was broken in spirit and his hoalth was failing when he gave his 


parole to save his life. He was so huniliatcd that he could not live there

any longer. He went to Texas and refused to return, He died there at an 


advanced age. 


Before this trouble arose, he sent his own boys to Canada to avoid the 
draft, Father was approaching his twentieth birthday. Reader felt that he 
may not have given father all the schooling that the agreement called for, 
so he sent him to the ph eemal: community where one of the Reader girls 
was living. He could live at Eran and go to school to the Squire's 
Nephew, where there was a better school and there would be no danger of his 
being kept out to help on the farm in case of an emergency. He told Father 
to consider himself twenty-one and take his inheritance and go away if he 


wished to avoid the draft. 


During that winter at school, Father, the teacher, and the teacher's 
brother, a young man who was also a student, planned to pool their resources 
and start for California as soon as conditions would permit in the Spring of 


1863. 


So, about the first of April 1863 they left Mecoupin County in a cov- 
ered wagon, with two teams and a saddle horse, They went to Council Huffs, 
Iowa and waited there for a party to form for mutual protection in crossing 
the plains. In due time the train set out, some fifty wagons, under a Cap- 
tain who with a number of out=-riders was taking a herd of horses to the Cali- 
fornia market. He had previously made several such trips and knew the hazards 
of the West. They followed up the Platte River to Ft. Russel (Cheyenne, ‘tyon- 
ing) then over to Swectwater, to Evanstone, thenee down the valley to Selt 


Lake City. From there they crossed the range twicc and by August cane into 
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Paradise Valley, Nevada, 


A rancher wanted help to put up River Valley hay which cormodity was at 
a preriiun. He offered five dollars a day and board, To boys who were accuse 
toned to a wage of fifteen dollars per nonth, that was real pay. Father de- 
cided to stay until haying was done and then with his saddle horse join his 
partners in California, Their reports on California were not encouraging so 
he followed the mining camps in Nevada, Idaho, and Montana until he heard that 


the war was over and it was safe to return homo, 


He got home in May 1867 and found the Reader farm in a deplorable con- 
dition, so he took over, On Christmas Day of that year he went over to Pitts- 
field in Pike County and married Mary Exily Hunt, and the next year they lived 


with Mrs, Reader and father worked the farn,. 


In the spring of 1869 they, with the Hunt family, got in a covered wagon 


and with their baby, Lillie, started for Barton. County, liissouri. 
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
